1. This communication is addressed to the Claims filed on 1 1/26/2003. A claimed invention should 
present in a single invention. This application contains various claims, which do not present in a single 
invention. The restriction/election is required. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-17, 31-42, 50-66, are drawn to a method/system/method for configuring a 
management module, characterized in incorporating a configuration file into the 
management module, classified in class 717, subclass 121, management software 
component and software configuration. 

II. Claims 18-30, 43-49, 67-80, are drawn to a method/system/method for creating a 
graphical representation of a configuration, characterized in creation of a graphical user 
interface, classified in class 717, subclass 109, Code generation and visual. 

III. Claims 81-86, are drawn to a computer readable medium, characterized as TAGS, OF A 
SCIPTING LANGUAGE, classified in class 717, subclass 115, Programming language, 
and script. 

There are some limitations that are the same and used in both groups I, II, and III, but the claimed 
inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions are unrelated because they describe the claims in different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). Group I is component incorporation 
in a configuration. Group II is a code generation. Group III is a data structure per se; the scope of this 
group merely comprises only tags.
